THE UNITED STATES. 


"The Land of Unbounded Posslbill- 


ttes" Is the title of a series of articles 
«• conditions in the United States, pre- 
•tred by Hon. Ludwlg Max Goldberger 
•tf 
Berlin, Royal Privy Councillor of 


••mmerce and member of the Imperial 
•srman Consulatlve Board for Com- 
mercial Measures, to be republished by 
the Treasury Bureau of Statistics in its 
forthcoming issue of the Monthly Bum- 
Biary of Commerce and Finance. 


These statements are the result of an 


eight months' official tour of the United 
States by Mr. Goldberger, In which he 
made personal observations and Inves- 
tigations into industrial, commercial, 
s.nd economic conditions. His detailed 
reports upon these subjects were made 
direct to the Emperor and the Minister 
of Commerce and have not yet been of- 
ficially published. Meantime, however, 
he 'has published in a leading weekly 
journal of Berlin, "Die Woche," a se- 
ries of signed articles under the above 
title, "The Land of Unbounded Possi- 
bilities; Observations on the Economic 
Life of the United States," from which 
the following are extracts: 


"The 
United States, like an enchant- 


ed garden, has brought forth from a 
marvellously productive soil, splendid 
results of human ingenuity. Yet the 
thing that causes most wonder is that 
the concentrated intelligence which, in- 
tending to replace human factors by 
machinery, has, in working towards its 
aim, been giving to constantly grow- 
ing numbers of* workmen an opportu- 
nity to support themselves and become 
productive factors. The joy at the size 
of their own land encourages each in- 
dividual. 
It makes him communica- 


tive and friendly to foreigners who are 
seeking information. It seems as though 
everyone were filled with the idea: 'The 
stranger shall see how great and strong 
America is.' My eight months' trip of 
observation took me through the States, 
and everywhere I found open doors in- 
viting me to enter, and nowhere did I 
find the slightest attempt at secretive- 
ness. Eveiy where I observed an un- 
common but steady bustle of men who 
enjoy their work and are consciously 
working for great results. 'It is a great 
country.' This is the verbatim designa- 
tion of reverential admiration whiCH the 
citizen of the United States has found 
for his country. 


"The 
inhabitants of the United States 


Including Porto Rico, Hawaii and the 
Philippine Islands, 
number 
about 88 


millions— that is, barely 5 per cent of 
the world's total inhabitants, accord- 
ing to its highest estimate. This 5 per 
cent has at present taken possession of 
25 per cent of all the cultivated area 
of the earth, viz: 407.4 million acres out 
of 1629.3 million acres. A land of mar- 
Telous fertility offered itself for tillage, 
and the husbandmen had but to gather 
in the produce. The virgin soil made 
his work easier, and its extensiveness 
rendered the application of 
artificial 


fertilizers practically unnecessary, al- 
though the agricultural offices of the 
States and the Union have constantly 
by excellent advice and practical ex- 
pert assistance been 
furnishing 
the 


•ways and means towards more intense 
cultivation. 


"Let us examine the corn crops for 


the six years 1895-1900. The world's 
total product fluctuated between 2.6 
and 3 billion bushels per annum, a total 
•f 16.6 billions for the period with an 
annual average of 2.77 billions. Of this 


the production of quicksilver ban been 
equally strenuous. In 1900 for the flret 
time Spain's product Is slightly exceed 
ed by that of the United States. In 
1S01 Spain's share in the world's product 
amounts \to but 28 per cent, while the 
United States furnishes 33 per cent of 
the world's total product. 


"The total world's production of gold 


for the year 1900 was estimated to be 
255.6 million dollars; that of silver rep- 
resented a coinage value of 223.5 million 
dollars. For the year 1901 estimates for 
both metals amount to 265 million dol- 
lars. In each of the two years the Uni- 
ted States showed the greatest share of 
both metals, 31 per cent for 'golfl and 
33 per cent for sllver.V

THE NEGRO QUESTION. 


The letter of President Roosevelt In 


answer to the protest of a citizen of 
Charleston, S. C., against the appoint- 
ment of a negro to the position of col- 
lector of the port, Is not only charac- 
teristic of the man but Indicative., of 
the position the Republican party must 
occupy If it would be of the highest 
service to the country. In the last- 
named respect It rebukes the movement, 
in the Republican organization of cer- 
tain southern States, towards an alli- 
ance with the whites against the blacks..

The Builders Exchange 


Declares for 


Labor. 


While the labor council was discuss- 


ing its attitude on the question of the 
admission of Chinese for field labor 
alone, the Directors of the Builders' 
and Traders' Exchange and its commit- 
tee met, discussed and adopted the re- 
port on labor, which will be the basis 
of the response to the Merchants' As- 
sociation. 


The members of the Labor Council 


received a committee from the Builders 
Exchange and spent several hours la 
questioning them and listening to their 
argument, finally adjourning without 
taking definite action according to the 
statement of one member who wap 
present and taking part in the dis- 
cussion. 


The report of the Builders Exchange 


committee in brief finds: 


First, the Committee finds it Impos- 


sible to ascertain to what extent the 
Oriental laborers brought here have 
displaced the white men or Hawaiian^ 
from positions or entered into compe- 
tition with them. The committee be- 
lieves the present shortage of labor on 
the plantations could be relieved if the 
Orientals were not engaged in mechan- 
ical pursuits and performing labor 
which whites and Hawaiians can and 
will do, providing the pay is such as to 
enable them to live on a higher plane 
than the Asiatics, and the committee 
believes that a sure re-adjustment of 
labor conditions would follow if proper 
consideration 
Hawaiians. 


was shown whites and 
The committee believes 


the Portuguese have proved themselves1 
the very best class of labor ever em- 
ployed In the sugar Industry here, and 
if more Portuguese could be secured 
the committee believes the whole labor 
difficulty 
would be settled 
forever. 


However, the committee understands 
that the Planters' Association 
has 


found it impracticable to use this class 
of laborers. 


In conclusion the committee states 


that the largest item of consideration is 
labor, and that "situated as we are so 
far from the source of supply of all 
articles necessary or requisite in the 
manufacture of sugar, we are handi- 
capped, as against those countries that 
are nearer the source of supply, and 
where the matter of transportation la 
not such a serious one, either in ex- 
pense or distance as it is in this Terri- 
tory in the marketing or our produc- 
tion. We believe that these matters 
should be all carefully considered, and 
we have 'no doubt but that this ques- 
tion, now that it has come up for dis- 
cussion, will be settled satisfactorily to 
all concerned, and if we are to advance 
this Territory along 'traditional Amer- 
ican lines,' the interests of the working-- 
man, laborer and mechanic, as well as 
the vested interests in the sugar Indus- 
try, should be amicably adjusted, ^y 
reasonable concessions from both sides 
that this object will be gained, and our 
industrial as well as our political con- 
dition improve thereby. 


We believe that a sentiment can be 


aroused in this community by such 
organizations as the Merchants' Asso- 
ciation, the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Hawaiian Sugar Planters' Associa- 
tion, in favor of the white and Hawai- 
ian artisan, mechanic or laborer, on all 
classes of work, where this labor should 
be employed in preference to Oriental 
labor. 
Private selfishness cannot be 


qpntrolled, but we believe that with 
tbese organizations openly in favor of 
such action by the community at large, 
that its result will be felt on those who 
would otherlse remain selfish and in- 
difffrent. 
And your committee, there- 


fore, believe that in endorsing the me- 
morial »f the Merchants' Association, 
that we concede the absolute necessity 
01 the Introduction of such labor in our 
cane fields, and the urgent need of 


i some immediate action by Congress to 
relieve the present serious condition."

might interest your readers to hear of 
the progress of work at the St. Louis 
Exposition, I send you a few items 
bearing upon the same. 


The Exposition Company obtained the 


concession of 600 acres of the famous 
Forest Park, which lies some five miles 
Westward of the city out Olive street. 
They subsequently acquired the adjoin- 
ing lands until the entire area embra- 
ces about 1200 acres of rolling, undulat- 
ing lands, admirably adapted for the 
purpose Intended. That your readers 
may better appreciate the extensive- 
ness of the grounds and the great un- 
dertaking to be carried out m the Uni- 
versal- Exposition of 1904, we submit 
herewith a ground plan of the grounds 
and various buildings with their ap- 
proximate assignment. Upon visit to 
St. Louis, through letters furnished 
and the courtesy of J. E. Smith, Esq., 
one of the Exposition directors, we were 
put in direct touch with the heads of 
various departments and* received every 
courtesy and attention. St. Louis is 
fully in earnest that this World's Fair 
shall eclipse all other fairs and exposi- 
tions known and the whole executive 
management are determined there shall 
be no delay or hindrance when the time 
comes for the formal opening day. 


The Woild's Fair at Chicago was at 


a cost of $16,000,000 and embraced 525 
acres In area, while to be exact, 6t. 
Louis will embrace 1180 acres, being 
more than twice the area at Chicago, 
and many of its buildings will be more 
extensive than anything of the kind 
heretofore attempted and will require 
an outlay cf $30,000,000. 


St. Louis is a wonderful city of im- 


mense wealth, and every avenue of 
business pulsates *wi;th the throb of 
prosperity and energy. It is almost at 
the population center of the United 
States, and with its tremendous rail- 
road system, comprising forty-three 
lines running 375 trains daily, aside 
from its river and waterway facilities, 
It is admirably situated for carrying 
out the great enterprise it has under- 
taken. The city voted $5,000,000 to the 
Exposition and its citizens very prompt- 
ly raised another $5,000,000. This, with 
additional subscriptions and Govern- 
ment appropriations will place the Ex- 
position upcn a splendid financial basis. 


The executive of this vast conception 


lies in ninety-two directors, the chief 
executive officer being tbe president of 
che board of directors. There are four 
grand executive divislons^exhibits, ex- 
ploration, works and concessions and 
admissions. There will be twenty-four 
standing committees and the exhibits 
will be classified into fifteen depart- 
ments of 144 groups and 607 classes.. I 
understand there is to be no charge for 
space or power for exhibits except 
Where machinery is used for tbe mam£- 
facture of articles and goods for sale. 


I waa surprised at the wonderful 


progress that has already been made 
on the ouildings. There are to be two 
main groups of buildings, of four each, 
in addition to the Government, the Fine 
Arts, the Agricultural, Horticultural 
and the Administration buildings. The 
Administrative buildings will* occupy 
the Washington University grounds and 
are to be constructed of solid masonry 
and remain as permanent buildings for 
the University, of which the general 
office, service, and division of works 
buildings are already completed and oc- 
cupied by Ihe various departments for 
which they are Intended; and the build- 
ing for the Congress of the Nations is 
being pushed forward with great rapid- 
ity, to be well along before winter has 
fully set in. The Fine Arts building, 
lying at the circle of the terrace of th« 
States, is to be constructed for per- 
manency and to revert to the Forest 
Park as a city acquisition. The Mis- 
souri State building (No. 1) is also to 
remain permanently, and there is talk 
that Colorado (No. 15) may be con- 
structed with that end in view. The 
General Press building is complete and 
accepted by the craft. The Machinery 
building will occupy seventeen acres 
and the. varjous Industries fourteen 
acres. The Textiles building is com- 
pleted, and the Manufactures and Var- 
ied Industries will Boon be so, while 
that for Electricity has its frame work 
looming up. Everything indicates the 
push and energy and determination of 
tbe management to be ahead of time, 
while a. vast army of men and teams 
are employed in carrying out the land- 
scape and grading features of the 
grounds.

The expected arrival of Col. Davidson, chairman of the Board of Directors 


of the Hawaiian Tramways Company, has aroused much greater interest in 
the proposed combination of the two street traffic companies. It has become 
known that an" offer has been made on behalf of the London people for con- 
trol of the Rapid Transit Company, but the officials of that corporation insist 
that they \vili not consider any proposal to sell out their holdings. They say 
they are perfectly satisfied with the investment and they will not surrender 
the stock to any purchaser. It is the common gossip that the arrival of Col. 
Davidson will be followed by such conferences as will result in his seeing that 
the only way out of the situation Is a combination, and the expectation is that 
it will be effected. 


The failure of the receiver's sale of the Kona Plantation Company to at- 


tract bidders, while not surprising to some of those who have interviewed the 
men whose names have been connected with the estate recently, does not 
mean that the plantation will be abandoned Just yet. There are some who 
profess to believe that there will arise a way out of the troubles and that 
the affiliated interests, the Kona-Kau railroad for instance, may yet advance 
the money to take the estate off the hands of the court and put it on such a 
basis that the development of the southern side of the big island will pro- 
ceed. 


Reports brought recently from the South Kona section are to the effect 


that the cane on the plantation there, the estate projected by W. R. Castle 
and W. C. Achi, is in fine shape, and there seems reason to believe that very 
soon a really good plantation will be developed. 


The meeting of the stockholders of the First American Savings and Trust 


Company, called by the officials for today, will without doubt close the con- 
flict of interests In that institution, in a way which will be satisfactory to 
all concerned.
